The  Iris  enthusiast  perusing  these  pages  will  find  beauti- 
ful Irises  that,  when  blooming  in  his  garden,  will  bring  forth 
his  utmost  admiration  and  add  to  his  enthusiasm  for  this 
wonderful  flower.  The  Iris  collector  will  find  in  this  list 
descriptions  of  many  new  and  charming  Irises  that  deserve 
a prominent  place  in  his  collection  and  that  will  give  him  a 
gorgeous  array  of  color  from  the  deepest,  richest  tones  to 
the  most  delicate  tints  imaginable. 

The  growing  of  Irises  and  flowers  of  all  kinds  is  one  of 
the  greatest  and  most  wholesome  pleasures  in  which  a man 
or  woman  can  indulge.  Graceful  and  stately  Irises — rain- 
bow pennons  of  Nature’s  golden  handiwork will  enhance 

the  beauty  of  garden  and  home  and,  when  cut,  bring  fra- 
grance and  sunlit  beauty  within.  If  you  have  not  yet 
learned  the  joy  of  growing  your  own  flowers,  start  now. 
Start  with  Iris,  queen  of  the  perennials — hardy,  easy  to 
grow  and  transcending  all  in  sheer,  delightful  beauty! 
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IT  IS  hard  to  picture  in  words  the  beauty  of  Irises. 
The  diagram  cut  shown  above  will  assist  in  placing  the 
colors  mentioned  in  the  descriptions.  “S”  refers  to 
standards,  the  three  upper  petals,  and  “F”  to  falls,  the  three 
lower  petals  of  an  Iris. 

We  have  given  the  height  of  each  variety  as  it  grew  in 
our  garden  this  year,  but  climatic  and  soil  conditions  regu- 
late that  to  a certain  extent,  and  so  height  will  vary  slightly 
in  different  localities.  However,  the  information  given  here 
can  be  safely  used  as  a guide  when  comparative  height  is  to 
be  considered  in  the  selection  of  Irises. 

The  word  appearing  in  parenthesis  after  each  Iris  is  the 
name  of  the  originator  of  the  variety,  and  the  number  given 
below  the  variety  is  the  percentage  rating  of  value  (based 
on  100%)  given  the  Iris  by  the  American  Iris  Society.  A 
rating  of  95  is  considered  almost  perfect;  90,  very  fine; 
85,  fine;  80.  very  good.  Nearly  all  of  the  varieties  which 
have  no  number  below  them  are  recent  introductions,  and 
have  not  yet  been  rated. 

Immediately  following  the  name  of  the  originator  of  some 
varieties  will  be  found  the  words  “Ricardi  Strain”.  The 
original  Ricardi  Irises  came  from  the  dry  uplands  of  Asia, 
where  they  do  not  have  excessive  winter  rains.  In  this  lo- 
cality we  have  found  it  advisable  to  protect  the  varieties  of 
Ricardi  strain  during  the  winter  months  by  placing  boards 
or  boxes  over  them  to  keep  off  the  excessive  rainfall. 

In  1917  Mr.  Bliss,  of  England,  introduced  to  the  Iris 
world,  Dominion,  an  Iris  of  excellent,  velvety  substance. 
Since  that  time  he  has  raised  and  introduced  quite  a number 
of  fine  seedlings  from  this  Iris.  These  varieties  are  noted 
for  the  extra  heavy,  velvety  substance  of  the  falls,  and  they 
are  designated  in  this  catalog  by  the  words  “Dominion  Seed- 
ling” immediately  following  the  originator’s  name. 
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ABENDA  (Perry).  S.  light  lilac-pink  tinted  buff;  F.  ap- 
proach cherry  red  in  color.  This  combination  produces 
a very  bright  effect,  making  Abenda  an  excellent  land- 
scape variety.  The  quality  of  the  bloom  is  as  good  as 
the  celebrated  O.  Perthuis.  Midseason.  Height  36 
inches  $2.00 

AFTERGLOW  (Sturtevant).  This  is  a famous  variety  because 

86  its  name  fits  it  perfectly.  It  has  the  colors  of  the  evening 
sky  after  the  sun  has  disappeared  and  it  has  the  same 
charm  which  we  find  in  Mother  of  Pearl.

A good  landscape  variety,  not  as  deep  as  Pallida 
Princess  Royal.  It  covers  a long  season  of  bloom  begin- 
ning with  the  earliest  of  the  tall  bearded  and  lasting  as 
long  as  the  midseason  varieties.  Height,  21  to  27

This  variety  bloomed  for  us  last  year,  but  on  be- 
ing moved  to  a new  location,  it  failed  to  bloom  for  us  this

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THE  Iris  season  usually  lasts  about  two  months 
in  our  Van  Wert  Gardens,  and  it  is  always 
opened  by  the  blooming  of  the  Dwarf  var- 
ieties. 

The  first  bloom  usually  appears  between  April 
10  and  April  20,  and  we  can  count  upon  a Dwarf 
blooming  season  of  about  three  weeks.  The  colors 
are  white,  purple,  and  yellow.  We  are  looking  for 
a pink-lilac  and  a good  bright  red  variety  which 
will  give  us  a wider  range  of  color,  but  the  pinks 
and  the  reds  in  Dwarf  varieties  are  apparently  still 
in  the  distant  future. 

These  Dwarf  varieties  in  dry  seasons  send  up 
bloom  stalks  from  three  to  nine  inches  tall,  but  in 
a season  when  we  have  plenty  of  rain  and  plenty 
of  sunshine  also,  the  same  varieties  sometimes  grow 
to  heights  ranging  from  six  inches  to  twelve  inches. 

These  Dwarf  varieties  are  being  used  in  orna- 
mental beds,  either  of  a single  coloring  or  with  a 
combination  of  colors.  However,  they  are  finding 
their  greatest  usefulness  as  low-growing  borders  for 
other  kinds  of  plants  and  are  particularly  used  for 
rock  gardens  for  which,  on  account  of  their  ability 
to  withstand  drought,  they  are  perfectly  adapted.

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THERE  are  a great  many  species,  sub-species, 
and  varieties  of  beardless  Irises — far  more 
than  of  the  bearded  kinds.  The  late  W.  R. 
Dykes  published  a book  in  1913  called  “The 
Genus  Iris”  in  which  there  are  forty-six  plates  show- 
ing about  fifty  different  species  of  Irises  in  natural 
size  and  color.  We  have  lately  been  going  through 
the  pages  of  this  wonderful  book  and  we  have  been 
much  surprised  to  find  that  the  beardless  types  far 
out-number  the  bearded  species.  Unfortunately 
many  of  them  are  not  of  as  easy  cultivation  as  the 
bearded  species,  but  some  of  them  have  far  more 
beautiful  flowers  and  others  more  landscape  value 
than  anything  so  far  seen  in  American  gardens. 

We  have  been  growing  a number  of  beardless 
varieties  for  ten  or  twelve  years  and  a few  years 
ago  we  listed  some  of  them  in  our  catalogue  and 
found  a ready  sale  for  them,  but  after  being 
planted  in  our  customers’  gardens,  we  were  often 
notified  that  they  failed  to  grow  and  this  has  con- 
vinced us  that  we  do  not,  at  the  present  time, 
know  exactly  the  right  time  to  dig,  divide,  ship, 
and  replant  these  species  and  varieties. 

In  this  catalogue  we  are  listing  a few  beardless 
varieties  with  price,  but  we  do  not  want  any  of  our 
customers  to  order  these  in  quantity  of  us  now. 
We  shall  be  glad  to  have  any  customer  try  one  each 
of  a very  few  varieties  and  order  them  at  any  sea- 
son during  the  year  when  they  can  be  dug  and 
shipped  and,  within  a year,  report  to  us  his  success 
with  them.  When  we  can  be  assured  of  success- 
ful results  in  our  customers’  gardens,  we  will  be 
very  glad  to  sell  beardless  Irises  in  quantity,  but 
at  the  present  time  we  believe  that  Iris  lovers  should 
join  together  in  a campaign  of  study  and  education 
so  that  we  may  all  know  how  to  get  the  benefit  of 
the  beauty  and  the  landscape  value  of  beardless 
Irises. 

We  are  importing  from  England  between  fifty 
and  one  hundred  new  species  and  varieties  of 
beardless  Irises,  but  we  do  not  confidently  look 
forward  to  getting  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent 
of  these  new  varieties  to  establish  themselves  the 
coming  season,  but  we  intend  to  try  importing  them 
again  during  several  seasons  until  America  can 
have  a representative  collection  of  the  choice  beard- 
less Irises  of  the  world.

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IRISES  are  easy  to  grow,  and  thrive  best  in  a 
well-drained,  sunny  location,  but  if  the  latter 
is  impossible,  exposure  to  the  sun  half  of  the 
day  will  suffice.  Fertilizer  is  not  necessary  unless 
the  soil  is  in  poor  condition  and,  in  that  case,  we 
advise  the  use  of  bone-meal.  If  the  soil  lacks  lime, 
ground  limestone  worked  into  the  soil  will  benefit 
it.  If  barnyard  fertilizer  is  used,  it  must  be  well 
decayed  and  thoroughly  worked  into  the  soil. 

Plant  so  that  the  top  of  the  rhizome  (root)  is 
not  more  than  one-half  inch  below  the  surface.  If 
possible,  the  bed  in  which  Irises  are  planted  should 
be  elevated  two  or  three  inches  above  the  surround- 
ing soil,  so  that  any  surplus  water  will  drain  off 
quickly. 

Irises  may  be  planted  any  month  in  the  year 
when  the  ground  can  be  worked,  but  rhizomes 
planted  after  July  1st  usually  show  very  little 
growth  above  ground,  for  it  is  at  this  time  that  they 
are  making  the  root  growth  and  developing  the  eyes 
for  next  year’s  increase,  so  do  not  be  discouraged  if 
you  fail  to  notice  any  growth  in  the  fall.  A slight 
covering  of  straw  the  first  season,  applied  usually 
about  December  1 Oth,  helps  to  avoid  heaving 
caused  by  the  alternate  freezing  and  thawing  in 
February  and  March.  In  this  latitude  the  covering 
should  be  removed  in  early  April.  After  the  first 
year  no  covering  is  necessary. 

Irises  are  exceptionally  free  from  disease,  root 
rot  being  probably  the  most  troublesome.  This  is 
caused  by  poor  drainage,  lack  of  sunlight,  some  in- 
jury to  the  plant,  or  accumulation  about  the  plant 
of  decaying  vegetable  matter — all  old  foliage 
should  be  removed  from  the  plant  in  early  spring. 
There  are  several  methods  of  treating  root  rot.  We 
dig  the  earth  away  from  the  plant,  scrape  the  af- 
fected part  of  the  root  and  fully  expose  it  to  the 
sunlight  for  a couple  of  days.  Some  growers  have 
found  filling  the  cavity  in  the  rhizome  and  the 
opening  in  the  soil  with  powdered  gypsum  to  be  a 
successful  remedy.
